REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach the claimed brushless motor including, inter alia, a heat-radiating member, having a 
plurality of openings for exposing the switching elements and the circuit board, fixed to said iron 
cores of said stator; and a resilient member, affixed to an external end of the heat-radiating 
member by a plurality of fasteners, for elastically pressing the switching elements against the 
heat-radiating member in a plurality of directions substantially transverse to the rotational axis of 
the rotor.
